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Sadat  breaks  off 
Middle-east  talks

President  Anwar  Sadat  broke  of 
with  Israel  Wednesday,  called  his 
foreign  minister  back  to  Cairo  and  ac¬ 
cused  the  Israelis  of  deliberately  block¬ 
ing  progress  toward  a  Middle  East 
Peace. 

The  sudden  move  by  the  Egyptian 
leader  cast  a  pall  over  the  future  of  the 
negotiations,  which  began  on  Sadat’s 
initiative  in  November. 

President  Carter  telephoned  Sadat 
less  than  four  hours  after  the 
breakdown  in  the  talks.  Sadat  told  him 
the  negotiations  could  resume  if  Israel 
changed  its  position. 

A  statement  read  over  Egyptian 
television  said  Carter  asked  if  it  would 
be  possible  to  continue  the  talks  for  a 
day  or  two,  apparently  to  give 
Secretary  of  State  Cyrus  R.  Vance  a 
chance  to  patch  things  up.  The  state¬ 
ment  said  Sadat  told  Carter:  “Israel 
wants  land  and  not  peace,  which 
makes  the  negotiations  useless.” 

An  Israeli  Cabinet  statement 
charged  Egypt  had  “deluded  itself’ 
into  thinking  it  i  could  “force  upon 
Israel”  its  terms  for  a  Mideast  settle¬ 
ment,  and  accused  Egypt  of 
“astonishing  rigidity”  in  the  bargain¬ 
ing. 

Vance,  who  has  been  attempting  to 
bridge  the  gaps  between  Israel  and 
Egypt  in  private  talks  with  the 
negotiators,  told  reporters  he  does  not 
believe  the  talks  have  reached  an  end. 

“I’ve  been  through  a  lot  of  inter¬ 
national  negotiations,”  he  said.  “I’ve 
seen  ups  and  downs  in  the  past.” 

The  Egyptian  announcement  caught 
Vance  by  surprise.  He  was  planning  a 
dinner  Wednesday  night  for  Egyptian 
Foreign  Minister  Mohammed  Kamel. 

“It  will  be  for  the  president  to  decide 
what  and  how  the  next  stage  will  take 
place,”  Kamel  said  after  a  90-minute 
meeting  with  Israeli  Prime  Minister 
Menahem  Begin,  ,. 

“The  atmosphere  which  surrounded 
the  meetings  of  the  political  committee 
and  file  political  statements  and 
things  like  that  had  something  to  do 
with  my  recall,”  he  said. 

Israeli  Foreign  Minister  Moshe 


Dayan,  standing  by  Kamel  after  the 
meeting,  said:  “I’m  very  sorry  about 
President  Sadat’s  decision.” 

Dayan  said  he  was  certain  that  “in  a 
not  long  time  we  will  find  ways  to 
resume  negotiations.” 

The  statement  on  Egyptian  televi¬ 
sion  did  not  say  whether  Carter  had 
promised  to  try  to  get  Israel  to  change 
its  negotiating  position.  But  the  state¬ 
ment  said  Carter  persuaded  Sadat  to 
cancel  a  decree  ordering  that  military 
talks  between  Egypt  ana  Israel,  set  for 
Thursday  in  Cairo,  be  suspended. 

It  was  the  first  official  word  that 
Sadat  had  planned  to  cut  off  direct 
contact  with  the  Israelis  entirely, 
although  there  was  speculation  to  that 
effect  after  Kamel’s  recall. 

Those  talks  will  reconvene  Satur¬ 
day,  the  statement  said. 

The  talks  between  the  Israeli  and 
Egyptian  foreign  ministers,  the  highest 
level  negotiations  between  the  two 
countries  so  far,  began  Tuesday  and 
soon  were  deeply  divided  over  Palesti¬ 
nian  rights  to  a  homeland  and  Israel’s 
11-year  occupation  of  Arab  lands. 

The  talks  were  “continuing  in  a 
vicious  cycle,”  Egyptian  Information 
Minister  Abdel  Moneim  el  Sawy  said 
in  announcing  the  breakoff  on  Cairo 
television. 


Sawy  said  Sadat  ordered  Kamel  to 
return  “immediately”  because  “it 
became  apparent  from  the  declara¬ 
tions  (of  Israeli  leaders)  that  Israel  in¬ 
sists  on  presenting  partial  solutions 
that  cannot  lead  to  the  establishment 
of  a  just  and  lasting  peace.” 

Informed  of  the  Egyptian  annouce- 
ment,  Vance  went  to  Kamel’s  hotel 
room,  but  their  meeting  ended  abrup¬ 
tly  when  Vance  was  called  out  to 
answer  a  phone  call  from  National 
Security  Adviser  Zbigniew  Brezezinski 
in  Washington. 

Sawy,  his  face  grave  as  he  read  the 
recall  statement  over  Egyptian  televi¬ 
sion,  said  Egypt’s  demands  —  for  total 
Israeli  withdrawal  from  Arab  lands 
and  self-determination  for  the  Palesti¬ 
nians  —  have  not  changed, 

Sawy  said  Sadat  has  called  an 
emergency  session  of  the  Peoples’ 
Assembly,  Egypt’s  parliament,  for 
Saturday  to  “place  before  the 
representatives  of  the  people  all  the 
facts  of  the  situation”. 

It  was  from  that  same  rostrum  that 
Sadat  launched  the  historic  quest  for 
peace  that  brought  him  to  Jerusalem 
Nov.  19  for  a  first  dramatic  meeting 
with  leaders  of  the  nation  his  country 
fought  in  four  wars. 


Matheson  considers 
speed,  tax  increases 


ASBYU  candidate  seminar 
advises  prospective  officers 
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Helps  and  expectations  were  outlined  Wednesday 
for  prospective  ASBYU  officers  at  a  “New  Can¬ 
didates  Seminar.” 

“The  seminar  was  set  up  basically  for  the  can¬ 
didates  running  for  student  government,”  Mike 
Whitaker, .  coordinator  of  student  activities,  said. 
“From  that  standpoint,  we  were  successful  as  we 
provided  a  service  to  those  potential  candidates  in¬ 
terested  in  student  government.” 

“Running  and  being  elected  for  office  is  a  major 
responsibility  with  specific  commitments,”  Joan 
Kleinke,  student  activities  adviser,  said.  She  out¬ 
lined  such  commitments  as  office  duties,  maintain¬ 
ing  good  academic  standing  in  the  university,  office 
administration  and  leadership  training  obligations. 

Other  expectations  of  ASBYU  officers  include 
responsibility  for  financial  obligations  of  the  office, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council, 


adhering  to  dress  and  grooming  standards,  working 
at  least  20  hours  a  week  in  the  office  and  attending 
an  Organizational  Behavior  class  spring  term,  she 
said. 

Miss  Kleinke  said  widespread  knowledge  of  the 
expectations  and  standards  of  candidates  “would 
give  students  not  running  for  office  a  basis  for  more 
intelligent  voting.” 

“A  lot  of  students  know  the  candidates  personally 
and  would  formulate  an  idea  on  how  they  might 
fulfill  the  expectations,”  she  said.  “If  they  don’t 
know  the  candidates,  they  can  ask  questions  of  the 
candidates  on  how  they  would  fulfill  the  expecta¬ 
tions.” 

“One  of  the  fringe  benefits  of  being  an  officer  is 
the  experience  gained  from  running  a  ‘mini- 
corporation’  with  a  budget,  staff,  organization  and 
programs,”  Whitaker  said.  “It  is  as  great  of  an 
education  as  they  will  obtain  anywhere  at  the 
university.” 


Governor  Scott  M.  Matheson  added 
a  new  twist  to  the  55  mph  controversy 
Wednesday. 

He  also  affirmed  his  support  for  the 
two  cents  per  gallon  gas  tax  increase 
and  the  liquor  warehousing  proposals 
which  are  being  considered  in  the  state 
legislature. 

In  his  monthly  news  conference, 
Matheson  said  he  has  asked  for  an  opi¬ 
nion  from  Assistant  Attorney  General 
David  Wilkinson  concerning  the 
possibility  of  a  55  mph  prima  facie 
speed  limit  for  Utah. . 

If  such  a  measure  were  accepted  by 
the  legislature,  Utah  drivers  could  con¬ 
ceivably  exceed  55  mph  if  road  and 
traffic  conditions  were  good.  Even  if  a 
motorist  were  cited  for  going  70  mph, 
he  could  succesfully  challenge  the 
ticket  in  court  by- showing  that  he  was 
driving  at  a  “safe,  reasonable  and  pru¬ 
dent  speed.” 

Federal  funds 

Matheson  said  he  could  support 
such  a  proposal  if  Wilkinson  deter¬ 
mines  that  a  prima  facie  speed  limit 
would  still  allow  the  state  to  receive 
federal  funds. 

However,  Matheson  cautioned  that 
a  prima  facie  speed  limit  would  not 
allow  motorists  to  travel  at  excessive 
speeds.  “It  is  not  my  judgment  that 
someone  going  75  mph  could  avoid  a 
speeding  ticket,”  he  said. 

Even  though  the  55  mph  move 
would  possibly  allow  motorists  to  go 
faster,  Matheson  said  he  expects 
speeds  to  decrease  across  the  state,  ex- 


35  County  prisoners 
transferred  to  new  jail

Thirty-five  prisoners  serving  time  in 
the  Utah  County  jail  were  moved  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning  to  the  new  jail  facility 
at  1775  South  Dakota  Lane,  Provo. 

With  their  arms  filled  with  sacks 
and  boxes  of  personal  belongings, 
prisoners  got  into  waiting  cars  three  at 
a  time  for  the  ride  to  the  new  facilities. 

The  new  jail  will  hold  200  prisoners, 
with  170  beds  for  men  and  30  for 
women. 

According  to  Utah  County  Sheriff 
Mack  Holley,  the  new  jail  was  built  so 
segregation  of  minimum  and  max¬ 
imum  security  prisoners  would  be 
possible.  The  jail  also  allows  space  for 
people  awaiting  trial  to  be  separated 
from  other  prisoners. 

Prisoners  had  mixed  feelings  about 
the  move.  ; 

Views  were  typified  by  prisoners  who 
told  the  Universe,  “The  only  difference 
between  the  new  jail  and  the  old  will 
be  that  the  new  one  won’t  have  any 
cockroaches,”  and  “I  think  I’m  going 
to  like  the  new  jail  much  better  than 
the  old  one.” 


In  the  qld  jail  prisoners  were  allowed 
to  wear  their  own  clothes,  but  at  the 
new  jail  they  will  be  issued  denims,  a 
T-shirt  and  sneakers.  They  will  also  be 
issued  a  blanket  and  a  sheet. 

Visitors  were  allowed  to  bring  items 
for  prisoners  in  the  old  jail,  but  in  the 
new  facility  prisoners  will  have  to  buy 
what  they  want  from  the  commissary. 
They  will,  however,  be  permitted  four 
books  or  magazines  at  a  time,  Holley 
said. 

The  facilities  include  day  rooms  for 
both  men  and  women,  a  gymnasium,  a 
basketball  court,  additional  space 
which  will  accommodate  more 
prisoners  in  the  future  and  a  system 
that  allows  jailers  to  monitor  prisoners 
at  all  times. 

Two  jailers  and  one  matron  will  be 
on  duty  at  all  times,  Holley  said.  The 
jailer’s  duties  include  booking  male 
prisoners,  searching  them,  escorting 
them  to  the  cells,  tending  to  medical 
needs  and  serving  food.  Matrons  per¬ 
form  the  same  duties  for  women. 

The  old  jail,  in  use  since  1935,  will 
now  serve  as  the  Mosquito  Abatement 
Department  vehicle  storage  facililty. 
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County  inmates  transferring  from  the  old  County  Jail  to  the  new  modern 
facility  carry  personal  belongs  in  paper  sacks. 


plaining  that  the  present  state  law  re¬ 
quires  a  60  mph  speed  limit.  “People 
are  still  thinking  60  mph,”he  said. 

Gas  tax  revenue 

Matheson  also  stressed  his  con¬ 
tinued  support  of  the  two-cent  increase 
in  the  state  gas  tax,  stating  that  the  in¬ 
creased  tax  revenue  is  essential  to  the 
maintenance  of  Utah’s  highways. 

He  called  the  current  alternative 
proposals  in  the  legislature  “band-aid 
solutions”  to  the  state  road  main¬ 
tenance  problems. 

The  current  proposals  made  by 
Republican  legislators  call  for  the 
Department  of  Transportion  to  spend 
several  million  dollars  from  other 
sources  to  meet  the  highway  main¬ 
tenance  needs.  Matheson  said  the 
proposals  “do  not  address  the  need  to 
reduce  the  $69  million  backlog.”. 

Highway  maintenance 

Matheson  also  said  the  rising  costs 
of  highway  maintenance  would  require 
a  major  portion  of  the  two-cent  tax  to 
be  used  to  avoid  any  additional 
backlog,  with  the  remainder  being 
used  to  cut  the  present  deficit. 

“The  two-  cent  tax  is  absolutely  es¬ 
sential  to  getting  at  the  backlog,”  he 
said.  If  other  money  is  found,  it  would 
be  applied  directly  to  the  $69  million 
backlog. 

The  governor  said  the  current 
proposal,  allowing  liquor  manufac¬ 
turers  to  warehouse  merchandise  in 
Utah,  is  a  measure  which  “deserves  at¬ 
tention.” 

“It  is  a  way  tp  cope  with  the  problem 
of  good  management,”  he  said.  “It  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  state.” 


Webster 
appointed 
FBI  head 

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  President  Carter  has 
chosen  U.S.  Circuit 
Judge  William  H. 
Webster  to  be  the  next 
FBI  Director,  ad¬ 
ministration  sources  said 
Wednesday  night. 

Webster,  53,  of  St. 
Louis  won  a  strong 
recommendation  from 
Attorney  General  Griffin 
Bell  and  Carter  agreed 
with  Bell’s  choice,  the 
sources  said.  The  White 
House  was  expected  to 
make  the  formal  an¬ 
nouncement  Thursday. 

Webster  must  win 
Senate  confirmation 
before  taking  over  the 
FBI  from  Director 
Clarence  M.  Kelley,  who 
is  scheduled  to  retire 
Feb.  15. 

The  choice  of  the  Mis¬ 
souri  judge  and  former 
federal  prosecutor  ends 
the  administration’s 
year-long  search  for  an 
FBI  chief  willing  to  serve 
a  10-year  term,  the  max¬ 
imum  permitted  by  law. 

Bell  had  insisted  on  a 
10-year  commitment  to 
provide  the  bureau  with

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Barricades  on  street 
solve  youth  problem 


The  chain  barricades  once  on 
Provo’s  Center  Street,  but  removed 
for  the  Christmas  holidays,  will 
remain  down,  Provo  City  Police 
Chief  Swen  Nielsen  said  Wednes¬ 
day. 

“We  feel  the  barricades  on  Center 
Street  solved  the  problem  and  that 
the  operation  was  a  success,” 
Nielsen  said. 

Early  last  September,  the  Provo 
City  Commission  passed  an  or¬ 
dinance  making  the  area  on  Center 
Street  from  100  East  to  500  West  a 
“pedestrian  mall”  between  the 
hours  of  10  p.m.  and  5  a.m. 

The  ordinance  was  prompted 
because  youths  from  all  over  Utah 
County  had  made  the  area  a  gather¬ 
ing  place. 

One  restaurant  on  Center  Street 
played  a  part  in  the  passing  of  the 
ordinance.  John  Wudel,  president 
of  Jimba  Inc.,  had  filed  a  complaint 
stating  that  some  of  his  customers 
were  afraid  to  come  to  the 
restaurant  because  of  the  “gangs” 
in  the  area. 

Wudel  filed  the  complaint  amidst 
controversy  because  other 
businesses  in  the  area  believed  clos¬ 
ing  the  street  would  drive  away 
more  customers  than  the  youths 
did.  Wudel  said  he  thought  his 


business  might  suffer  initially,  but 
believed  he  would  win  in  the  long 

Before  the  street  was  closed, 
Provo  police  had  arrested  a  number 
of  youths  for  fighting,  Nielsen  said. 

The  ordinance  was  passed  Sept. 
2,  and  the  chains  went  up  shortly 
thereafter. 

“The  street  is  still  considered  a 
pedestrian  mall  even  though  the 
chains  are  not  up,”  Nielsen  said. 
“We  will  continue  to  monitor  the 
situation  and  if  we  see  a  problem 
recurring,  we  will  approach  the  City 
Commission  and  ask  permission  to 
put  the  chains  back  up.” 

Nielsen  said  only  minor  problems 
have  occurred  on  the  street  since 
the  barricades  were  removed. 

Provo  Mayor  James  E.  Ferguson 
said  he  and  Nielsen  had  talked 
about  putting  the  chains  up  again 
but  decided  to  wait. 

“Unless  something  drastic  hap¬ 
pens,  we  will  definitely  not  put  the 
chains  back  up,”  Ferguson  said. 
“We  will  try  to  prevent  recurrence 
of  the  problem  by  patrolling.  If  we 
notice  a  shortage  of  manpower  and 
an  increase  of  youth  traffic  in  the 
area,  we  will  put  the  chains  up  im¬ 
mediately.”

Feb.  9  in 
the  Salt  Lake  City  in¬ 
surance  department  of¬ 
fices  at  326  S.  500  East. 

The  Utah  Insurance 
Department  has  objec¬ 
ted  to  increases  by  ap¬ 
proximately  twelve 
automobile  insurers 
since  June  1,  1977. 
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Feminists  criticize 
policies  of  Carter 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Feminist  leaders  are 
saying  President  Carter  isn’t  doing  enough  to  fill  his 
commitment  to  women,  and  that  he  hasn’t  ap¬ 
proached  the  fervor  with  which  the  late  President 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  pursued  civil  rights  for  blacks. 

Carter  is  being  praised  for  selecting  dozens  of  well- 
qualified  women  for  decision-making  jobs  in  his  ad¬ 
ministration.  But  at  the  same  time  women  activists 
are  complaining  there  haven’t  been  enough  of  these 
appointments.  They’re  saying  Carter  hasn’t 
wholeheartedly  embraced  some  causes  he  said  he 
supports,  while  taking  negative  positions  on  others. 

“Overall,  we  are  critical.  But  we  are  still  suppor¬ 
tive  and  we’ll  be  pushy,”  said  Mildred  Jeffries  of  the 
National  Women’s  Political  Caucus. 

Many  women  were  infuriated  by  Carter’s  stand 
against  federal  funding  of  abortions  for  poor  women 
and  his  accompanying  statement  that  “life  is  un¬ 
fair.” 

Many  are  displeased,  as  well,  with  his  assertion 
that  the  government  is  not  responsible  for  redressing 
all  economic  inequalities. 

Those  statements  were  made  when  Carter  was 
asked  about  the  fairness  of  denying  poor  women 
government-financed  abortions  when  these  women 
have  no  other  alternative  to  giving  birth  to  unwan¬ 
ted  children. 

Carter  has  said  repeatedly  that  he  personally  op¬ 
poses  abortion  but  that  he  would  uphold  the  law  if  it 
required  payments  for  abortions  in  some  cases 
through  the  Medicaid  program. 

Dorothy  I.  Height,  president  of  the  National 
Council  of  Negro  Women,  said  she  was  concerned 


that  Carter  has  not  done  all  he  could  to  reduce  un¬ 
employment  and  to  support  affirmative  action 
programs  aimed  at  compensating  for  past 
discrimination. 

Carter  has  adopted  the  concept  of  “full  employ¬ 
ment”  as  a  goal  and  has  helped  draft  a  revised  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  Humphrey-Hawkins  employment  bill. 
The  measure  states  that  a  4  percent  unemployment 
rate  should  be  the  national  goal  but  has  no  provision 
for  achieving  the  goal. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  expectations  of  women  ac¬ 
tivists  were  focused  on  the  Equal  Rights  Amend¬ 
ment.  On  this  matter,  they  had  the  president’s  sup¬ 
port. 

Eleanor  Smeal,  president  of  the  National 
Organization  for  Women,  acknowledged  that  Carter 
made  phone  calls  to  wavering  state  legislators  in  an 
attempt  to  swing  votes  for  passage  of  the  amend¬ 
ment. 

Nevertheless,  she  said,  “We  feel  that  in  the 
legislative  season  of  1977,  the  president  did  too  little 
too  late.  He  did  speak  out,  but  he  did  not  speak  out 
enough.” 

The  ERA  will  die  unless  it  is  ratified  by  March  22, 
1979.  The  ratification  of  three  more  states  is  needed 
for  the  ERA  to  be  added  to  the  federal  Constitution. 
And  three  states  —  Idaho,  Nevada  and  Tennessee  — 
have  voted  to  rescind  their  ratification.  The  Justice 
Department  has  said  they  are  not  binding,  however. 

Feminists  generally  gave  the  Carter  administra¬ 
tion  the  best  marks  for  its  selection  of  women  for  key 
government  jobs.  But  even  in  that  area,  women  ac¬ 
tivists  say  they  felt  the  president  has  done  less  than 
promised.

The  Senate  Human  Resources  Committee  is 
scheduled  to  take  up  the  National  Labor  Law 
Reform  shortly  after  the  Subcommittee  on  Labor 
makes  some  minor  changes  in  the  legislation  Jan.  20. 
When  the  bill  goes  to  a  full  committee,  Hatch  said 
he  will  mount  a  full-scale  attack  on  the  measure, 
hoping  to  get  some  concessions  before  it  is  in¬ 
troduced  on  the  Senate  floor. 

Without  substantial  concessions  to  enhance  em¬ 
ployee  interests,  the  Utah  senator  has  promised  to 
filibuster  the  bill. 

“I  feel  confident,”  Hatch  said,  “that  the  Human 
Resources  Committee  chairman,  Sen.  Harrison 
Williams,  D-N.J.  and  the  ranking  minority  member, 
Sen.  Jacob  Javits,  R-N.Y.  will  agree  to  some  of  my 
amendments  before  sending  this  bill  to  the  floor. 

“I  have  11  major  objections  to  the  legislation  rang¬ 
ing  from  the  cost  of  increasing  the  size  of  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Board  to  the  new  penalties 
against  employees  who  in  good  faith  want  to  resolve 
some  of  the  questions  before  an  election  is  held  or  a 
first  contract  agreed  to.” 

At  last  count  Hatch  said  he  is  sure  of  at  least  25 
votes  against  the  Labor  Law  Reform  bill  and  another 
dozen  or  so  leaning  against  passage  of  the  bill,  with 
many  others  undecided.  With  41  votes  the  Senator 
can  sustain  a  filibuster  and  kill  the  measure.

Gas  tax  increase  bill 
filed  for  House  action

Utah  House  Democrats  filed  bills  Wednesday  that 
would  increase  the  gas  tax  by  two  cents  and 
authorize  $40  million  in  bonding  for  construction  of 
state  buildings. 

Republication  leadership  in  the  house,  however, 
gives  little  hope  for  either  bill. 

Rep.  F.  Garth  Jones,  (R-Iron,  Kane)  majority 
whip,  said,  “It’s  my  personal  opinion  the  gas  tax  is 
dead.  In  fact,  I’d  be  very  surprised  if  it  gets  20 
votes.” 

Jones  said  the  Republicans  would  not  take  a 
caucus  position  on  the  issue  but  Republican  leaders 
would  present  alternatives  to  House  members  today. 
He  indicated  that  after  alternatives  had  been 
presented,  the  Republicans  would  make  a  decision. 

“The  only  alternative  is  to  find  money  that’s 
already  in  the  budget,”  said  Roger  F.  Rawson,  (D- 
Weber)  House  minority  leader.  “But  in  terms  of 
money  to  maintain  roads  in  the  future,  the  money 
simply  isn’t  there.” 

Money  to  be  raised  by  the  gas  tax  increase  is  ear¬ 
marked  for  the  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation  of 
the  state’s  highways. 

The  other  bill  sponsored  by  the  Democrats  is  a  $40 
million  bonding  issue.  This  bill  would  provide  funds 
to  build  or  add  on  to  facilities  in  various  state  agen-

Robison,  former  vice-president  and  general 
merchandise  manager  at  Sibley’s  in  Rochester, 
N.Y.,  said  the  practical  approach  as  well  as  an 
academic  approach  is  used  in  orienting  students  in 
their  area  of  interest.

Included  in  the  tentative  bill  filed  Wednesday 
is  $21  million  for  the  Department  of  Transportation 
and  Public  Safety,  $5.5  million  for  institutions  of 
higher  education,  $4  million  for  natural  resources 
and  $3.8  million  for  the  Department  of  Social  Ser¬ 
vices. 

Democrats  favor  the  bonding  issue  because,  “for 
too  long  we’ve  been  neglecting  the  office  facilities 
needed  to  house  the  state  offices,”  Rawson  said. 

Rawson  said  state  ownership ,  of  the  buildings 
would  benefit  taxpayers  because  “it  just  doesn’t 
'  make  sense  to  rent  —  only  landlords  benefit  from 
renting.” 

“We  don’t  think  we  need  $40  million  in  bonding,” 
Jones  said.  “The  Republicans  are  not  going  to  buy 
the  entire  bonding  package,  and  I  just  think  there 
are  better  ways  to  do  those  programs.” 

In  other  action  Wednesday,  Senate  members  con¬ 
tinued  compromise  work  on  “Warehousing  of  Li¬ 
quor,”  a  bill  which  would  authorize  distillers  to  es¬ 
tablish  warehouse  operations  within  the  state.  This 
measure  could  save  the  state  $4-6  million  a  year, 
supporters  claim. 

The  bill’s  author,  Kenneth  Pace,  (D-Weber),  said, 
“Some  senators  have  some  reservations  on  the  intent 
language  (directions  to  the  liquor  commission),  and 
so  we’ve  asked  the  commission  to  come  forward  with 
that  intent  language,  and  that  should  take  care  of

Ancients  enlighten  Christianity

Ancient  Christian  manuscripts  from 
the  third  and  fourth  century  could  help 
illuminate  Christianity  and  Mor- 
monism,  two  BYU  professors  of  an¬ 
cient  scripture  said  in  interviews  this 
week. 

Dr.  Hugh  W.  Nibley  and  Dr. 
Richard  L.  Anderson  believe  the  dis¬ 
coveries  of  the  Nag  Hammadi  codices, 
(leather-bound  books)  unearthed  in 
1945  by  two  peasants  digging  for  fer¬ 
tilizer  near  Chenoboskia,  Egypt,  reveal 
many  things  about  ancient 
Christianity  not  previously  known. 

Nibley  said  the  Nag  Hammadi 
library  consists  of  57  early  Christian 
and  Gnostic  writings,  bound  into  12 
codices.  “Most  of  the  writings  were 
originally  Greek,  but  were  later  tran¬ 
slated  into  Coptic,  the  Egyptian 
language  of  the  day,”he  said. 

“If  you  talk  about  them  (the  Gnostic 
sect)  as  early  Christian  Sciehtists,  the 
analogy  would  be  appropriate,”  Ander¬ 
son  explained.  “They  did  not  accept 
the  eternal  nature  of  the  physical 


world  and  they  thought  it  was  a 
mistake.” 

When  asked  to  what  extent  the  Nag 
Hammadi  library  was  Gnostic,  Nibley 
replied,  “No  one  agrees  on  what  they 
(the  writings)  are.  Some  of  them  are 
Gnostic.  Anything  the  conventional 
Christian  world  doesn’t  like  is  labeled 
‘Gnostic.’” 

The  value  of  the  Nag  Hammadi 
codices  lies  in  the  fact  that  they  now 
reveal  what  some  of  the  early  Chris¬ 
tians  actually  believed,  Nibley  said. 
“They  show  us  the  early  Christians 
taught  a  lot  of  things  that  the  modem 
Christians  don’t.  The  writings  are  far 
removed  from  conventional 
Christianity,  just  as  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls  are  far  removed  from  conven¬ 
tional  Judaism,  and  yet  we  don’t  call 
the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  ‘Gnostic.’  ” 

Anderson  pointed  out  the  writings 
make  frequent  references  to  a  great 
apostasy.  As  one  verse  reads  from  the 
Gospel  of  Thomas:  “Jesus  said,  The 
Kingdom  of  the  Father  is  like  a  certain 
woman  who  was  carrying  a  jar  full  of 


“While  she  was  walking  ...  the  han¬ 
dle  of  the  jar  broke  and  the  meal 
emptied  out  behind  her  on  the  road. 
She  did  not  realize  it;  she  had  noticed 
no  accident.  When  she  reached  her 
house,  she  set  the  jar  down  and  found 
it  empty.” 

“This  is  a  very  negative  View  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God,”  Anderson  said.  “It 
may  be  a  statement  on  the  apostasy, 
where  the  shell  (of  the  Church)  was 
left,  but  the  contents  were  gone.” 

Because  of  these  writings,  the 
modern  Catholic  and  Protestant 


churches  have  been  forced  to  imple¬ 
ment  internal  changes,  Nibley  noted. 
“The  conventional  Christians  don’t 
like  what  they  find  in  these  writings 
because  it  shows  them  where  they’ve 
changed.  They  have  to  take  them 
seriously,  though.” 

A  book  entitled  “The  Nag  Hammadi 
Library,”  a  translation  compiled  by 
James  M.  Robinson,  is  now  available 
in  English  and  may  be  purchased,  with 
additional  material,  at  the  Nag  Ham¬ 
madi  display  currently  in  the  Secured 
Art  Gallery,  HFAC.

The  Utah  Symphony,  one  of  the  world’s  most 
noted  and  recorded  symphonies,  will  give  an  all- 
Tchaikovsky  concert  tonight  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall,  HFAC. 

Directed  by  30-year  veteran  Maurice  Abravanel, 
instigator  of  the  symphony’s  highly  successful  youth 
concerts,  the  musicians  will  perform  “Marche 
Slave,”  followed  by  “Romeo  and  Juliet.” 

The  love  theme  from  “Romeo  and  Juliet”  was 
later  made  into  a  contemporary  song,  “A  Time  for 
Us.” 

Following  intermission,  the  orchestra  will  play  the 
Symphony  No.  4  in  F  minor.  All  of  these  selections 
have  been  recorded  previously  by  the  Utah 
symphony. 

Because  of  its  well-accepted  recordings,  as  well  as 
extensive  world  and  national  tourings,  the 
symphony  has  gained  a  reputation  as  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  orchestras  of  all  time. 

The  orchestra  makes  regular  tours  through  the  In¬ 
termountain  West,  playing  in  approximately  185 
concerts  annually. 

In  the  past,  the  symphony  has  used  the  Mormon 
Tabernacle  in  Salt  Lake  City,  but  soon  will  move 
into  the  Utah  Bicentennial  Arts  Center,  now  being 
constructed  near  the  Salt  Palace.

A  public  television, 
special  exploring  the 
significance  of  extremist 
groups  such  as  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan  and  the 
American  Nazis  will  air 
tonight  at  8  p.m.  on 
KBYU-TV,  Channel  11. 

The  program,  a  PBS 
special,  is  entitled  “The 
Extremists:  American 
Nazis  and  the  KKK.” 

According  to  the 
program,  although  the 
two  groups  periodically 
receive  a  great  deal  of 
media  coverage,  their 
numbers  are  com¬ 
paratively  small.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  of 
B’nai  B’rith,  there  are 
only  8,000  members  of 
the  KKK  and  less  than 
1,000  Nazis  living  in  the 
U.S. 

The  program  includes 
a  panel  discussion  on  the 


issues  raised  by  ex¬ 
tremist  groups,  as  well  as 
excerpts  from  PBS’s 
“Black  Perspective  on 
the  News,’’  which 
featured  interviews  with 
the  Imperial  Wizard  of 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and 
the  head  of  the  National 
Socialist  Party  of 
America.  A  report  on 
alleged  Nazi  activity  in  a 
Houston  high  school  is 
also  included  as  part  of 
the  special.

Rescue  teams 


If  lost  in  West  call  WOOF 


Woman  auti

TRUCKEE,  Calif.  (AP)  —  When  people  get  lost 
in  the  West,  authorities  responsible  for  finding  them 
often  seek  the  help  of  Bridget  and  Hobo. 

These  German  shepherds  are  far  above  the 
average  family  pet.  They  specialize  in  finding  lost 
persons,  whether  it  be  in  rugged  wilderness  or  dis¬ 
aster  areas. 

The  dogs  are  part  of  a  Northern  California-based 
volunteer  corporation,  started  in  1975  called  WOOF, 
or  Wilderness  Finders,  Inc. 


Each  canine  works  with  a  handler  who  works 
closely  with  various  agencies,  such  as  the  El  Dorado 
County  Sheriffs  Department,  on  a  24-hour  call 
basis.  There  are  currently  seven  teams,  and  six 
others  in  training. 

Sandy  Bryson  of  South  Lake  Tahoe,  who  has  been 
training  dogs  for  13  years,  originated  the  idea. 

She  says  the  dogs  learn  to  locate  people  through 
scent  or  tracking.  If  a  track  is  fresh,  the  dogs  will 
follow  it.  Otherwise,  the  dogs  must  search  wind 
f  currents  for  the  human  scent  that  comes  from  a  body 
f —  dead  or  alive. 

“One  WOOF  team  can  cover  a  given  area  in  about 
the  same  time  as  30  men,”  she  said. 

But  search  and  rescue  dogs  must  have  high- 
quality  training  first,  she  added,  and  not  any  dog  is 
qualified  for  the  job.  The  canine  must  have  a  good 
coat,  strength,  agility,  the  right  temperament  and 
intelligence  before  it  will  be  considered. 

“WOOF  has  five  German  shepherds  and  two 
golden  retrievers  who  fit  the  bill,”  she  said.  “It’s  im¬ 
portant  that  a  dog  prefer  people  above  all  else.  That 


way,  it  won’t  get  distracted  by  other  animals.”  < 

But  the  handlers  must  be  special,  too.  “They  must 
like  the  outdoors  and  they  must  like  dogs.  They  have 
to  be  more  than  just  a  do-gooder,”  Ms.  Bryson  said. 

It  usually  takes  about  two  years  to  train  a  dog.  “  At 
first,  it’s  only  fun  and  games,”  she  said.  “We  hide 
toys  and  they  find  them.” 

Eventually  the  dogs,  who  train  from  one  to  three 
times  a  week,  can  find  strangers. 

“We  only  use  incentive  rewards,  no  punishment,” 
she  added.  “We  give  them  lots  and  lots  of  praise.” 

Meanwhile,  the  handlers  learn  first  aid  and 
wilderness  survival  techniques.  They  must  also  be 
able  to  ski  or  snowshoe. 

“The  dogs  and  handler  are  a  team.  They  work 
together  at  all  times,”  Ms.  Bryson  said. 

Once  WOOF  teams  have  been  trained,  they  meet 
every  month  for  two  days  of  simulated  rescue  at¬ 
tempts. 

The  hard-working  groups  do  not  get  paid  for  their 
efforts.  Sometimes,  Ms.  Bryson  said,  they  must  use 
their  own  cars  and  sleep  in  jails  —  with  their  dogs. 
Often,  the  military  transports  them  to  rugged  areas 
in  helicopters,  she  said. 

“But  other  than  that,  we  provide  all  our  own 
equipment  and  most  of  our  own  food,”  she  said. 

Asked  why  she  puts  up  with  the  adverse  weather 
conditions  and  uncomfortable  sleeping  accommoda¬ 
tions,  with  hardly  any  monetary  rewards,  she  said, 
“I  love  being  outdoors,  and  I  love  dogs.” 

“Searching  for  people  is  really  an  exciting  game. 
It’s  like  a  mystery.”

Steve  Ortiz,  the  WAC  all-around 
champion  last  year,  skipped  his  final 
year  of  competition  for  the  Lobos,  and 
Perry  Genovese,  this  year’s  top  return¬ 
ing  gymnast  for  UNM,  is  recuperating 
from  a  shoulder  operation. 

The  Cougars,  meanwhile,  are  gain¬ 
ing  strength  and  momentum  with  their 
214.65  to  213.95  victory  over  Southern 
Illinois  last  weekend,  their  first  dual 
meet  win  of  the  year.

Arizona  brings  to 
Provo  a  9-4  record,  with 
a  1-1  tally  in  WAC  ac¬ 
tion.  Last  year’s  game  on 
the  Puma  hardwoods 
was  a  two-point  thriller 
that  the  Wildcats  won 
64-62. 

The  Cactus  Cats  are 
scoring  82.8  points  per 
game  compared  to 
BYU’s  81.  Both  are 
shooting  an  identical  49 
percent  from  the  field. 
The  Cougars  are  better 
at  the  line  (71  to' 63  per¬ 
cent),  but  fall  behind -in 
rebounding  35  to  47. 

The  Wildcats  are  led 
by  6-8  senior  center  Phil 
Taylor  who  is  hitting  17 
points  a  game  and  has 
been  a  steady  Arizona 
performer  for  four  years. 

As  the  season  wraps 
up  with  the  final  12 
games,  BYU’s  steady 
freshman  Danny  Ainge 


closing  in  on  several 
BYU  records  —  in¬ 
cluding  most  points  in  a 
season. 

The  6-4  professional 
baseball  player  is  scoring 
a  point  every  two 
minutes  of  play  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  leading  the  team 
in  steals  (40)  and  assists 
(97).  He  is  the  second 
leading  scorer  in  the 
WAC  behind  New  Mex¬ 
ico’s  Marvin  Johnson. 

Ainge  has  scored  391 
points  in  18  games  for  a 
21.7  average.  He  needs 
to  score  229  points  in  the 
remaining  12  games 
(average  of  19  points)  to 
break  Roland  Minson’s 
1951  season  record  of  619 
points.  Minson  scored 
his  points  during  36 
games.  Ainge  has 
chances  of  playing  in 
only  29  (the  Russian 
National  game  does  not 
count).  He  also  leads  the
